While Mrs. Togrance's bene-
ficences “covered a wide field of
charitable and welfare activities,
her most absorbing interest was
the Jared Sidney Torrrance Me-
morial hospital, a $150,000 Class
A institution erccted
memory of her husband. In his
will, Mr. Torrance ¢ndowed the
hospital” with a trust fund to
help defray its operating costs,
but he died before funds for its
construction had been provided.
Howevel, knowing the wishes of
her husband, Mrs. Torrance and
other heirs generously contrib-
uted the necessary funds to build
the splendid - hospital - which
serves Torrance and many other
nearby communities.

In addition to bearing the ma-
jor share of the cost of its con-
struction, Mrs. Torrance jannu-
ally made subsmntlm“t‘rlbu-
tions to the hospital e form
of additional equipment and fur-
nishings “ for the nurses’ home.

The hospital was given to the
community as an outright gift
and is governed by a board of
directors elected by members of
the hospital association which
anyone in the community is eli-
gible to join. Ever since the hos-
pital was built in 1925, Mrs. Tor-
rance has been a member. of its
board 'of directors and at the
time of her, death she was pres-
ident of that body. Her devoted
interest in the welfare of the
hospital, her capable leadership
in its management and kindly
associations which she enjoyed
with its staff members were rec-
 ognized by all. Her passing is
keenly felt by everyone connect-
ed with the institution.

True Christian

A devout Catholic, Mrs. Tor-
rance contributed generously to
her church in South Pasadena
and its charitles. She also made
a substantial gift toward the
erection of the new Church of
the Nativity in Torrance.- As in
other phases of her abundant
life, Mrs. Torrance’s conception
of a true Christian recognized
no narrow bonds of sectarianism
